The Wheat Drop. 


The Illinois Deportment ot Agriculture 


will, in a few days, issue nn important re- 
port on the results of tho late harvest. 
The following, which includes tho cbiof 
facts, is condensed from advance shcetn: 


The yield of whent, 20,at7,u92 bushels 


ia the smallest recorded for 24 yonrs, tho 
nverngo per acre, ten bushels, being less 
than that of nny year on record except 
1870 nnd 1881. 
The crop Los boon pro- 


duced ut a loss ot nbont $3,358,000, after 
deducting a reasonablo amount for tho 
use of tho land nnd tho expense ot pro- 
duction. Of tho totnl amount of the crop, 
only about 615,000 bushels were spring 
wheat. Since 18fiO there have boon 8 
yonrs in which wheat linn boon grown in 
tho State at an aotunl lose. Tbo most 
profltnble of recent yenrs was 1882, when 
the yield of 52,823,000 bushels, nt the nv- 
orugo price ot 80 cents n bushel, gato a 
net profit of 810,287,000. Since, and in- 
cluding 18IJO, this crop has been grown at 
n loss 8, and nt n prollt for Ifi years, Tho 
total loss upon tho cultivation of whent 
in the period named is estimated nt n lit 
tie ovor $3:1,787,000. There is an nggro 
gnte balance of profit, however, of a large 
amount, ns tho crop was grown in 1801 at 
n profit of 827,1B6,808, in 1807 nt n profit 
of $!M,217,723, and in 1H79 nt n profit of 
814,180,101.
